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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the amendment filed 02/14/05. 

Status of Claims 
Claims 1, 10, 19-20, 22-34 and 36 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for specific neoplasm's' (colon cancer, lung cancer, 
colonic polyps, does not reasonably provide enablement for all neoplasm's. The 
specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with 
these claims for the reasons set forth in the previous office action mailed on 10/01/04. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 02/14/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
deemed persuasive. Applicants argue that the instant claim language in claim 22 
appears in parent patent number 6,638,929. This is not persuasive because each and 
every application is treated on its own merit. However, it is suggested that applicants 
incorporate claim 23 where the specific diseases are recited into claim 22 to clearly 
define the invention.

Applicants need to cancel claims 32-33 because defining diseases by its (their) 
underlying cause renders the scope of the intended uses indeterminate since the claim 
language may read on diseases not yet known to be caused by or affected by such 
action or ways not yet understood. 

Amending the claims as suggested would appear to put the case in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 1, 10, 19, 20 are allowed.
